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Help watch 
for desecrators 

Evsfyom says, “Isn’t it a shams? 
It’s desectatton.” And, yst, svsry year the 
Cemetery Association, headed by Coun¬ 
cilman Sam Simpson, faces the same 
problem: tipped over cemetery martcers. 

Sometime Friday night, several 
strong people jumped the locked fence of 
Sierra Madre Pioneer Cemetery and pro¬ 
ceeded to tip over 21 markers, some of 
them estimated to areigh 2000 pounds. 
By Monday, four of the markers were 
still missing. Also missing was the de¬ 
corative lamb that had been attached to 
the top of the child’s marker that was 
pushed over. 

Simpson estimated that a feat of 
pushing over these giant markers would 
take at least five strortg people. Left on 
one site was a huge hunk of cement which 
was probably used as a “hammer” to 
distorigs the markers and also seen at that 
location was a p^>e probM>ly used to jack 
the markers out of their foundabotts. 

In all cases, the foundations had bemi 
tom out ar«d m some of them the monu¬ 
ment was broken off from the foundation. 
One marker was left in the midrfle of one 
of the roadways. 

Simpson estimates it will take nearfy 
10 hours to identify which markers belong 
on which graves, to use a backhoe and 
perhaps five workmen to pull up the mark¬ 
ers and foundations, reestablish the loca¬ 
tions, cement them back irrto their proper 
places. 

Simpson also told The News that dur¬ 
ing the holidays many of the decoratkms 
placed on the graves, such as poinsettia 
plante arKf small Christmas trees, were 
stolen.

ground storage tanks indicated a “high-leak pro¬ 
bability,” he said. The age of the tank, soil 
condition and the material the tanks are made ol 
(steel, in this case) are all taken into considera¬ 
tion, Manderson said. 

The News asked if there were any problems of 
leakage and therefore, contamination of the soil. 
Manderson said, “Not at this time.” 

He termed the Youngs’ gasoline pumping 
monthly volume of 50,(X)0 to 60,000 “marginal” 
and said the company decided it would not be 
economically feasible to spend $150,000 to replace 
the underground tanks. 

What volume would warrant retaining the till¬ 
ing station? “Each station stands on its own,” 
Manderson said. 

How matiy smaller stations arc closing per 
year? “In the Southwest Division, which comprises 
southern California from Bakersfield to the Mexican 
border, 40 have been closed the past year,” Man¬ 
derson replied. 

Are they opting only for mini-marts? “Not 
necessarily,” he said. 

Is Chevron cinching in its belt these days? 
“We are in the process of abandoning low-volume 
stations of around 40,000 gallons, reconstructing 
stations with a higher potential of developing new 
sites. This has been going on in the industry for 
a number of years.”

Flats Road at night say, “In one month, I5,(X)0 
cars go up that road and back down again. 
That’s 30,000 cars on that residential street that 
has become a speedway. Last week’s police report 
in the Sierra Madre News showed two more acci¬ 
dents in the area. This is not unique. It’s nearly a 
weekly dialogue. The residents are very concerned 
that accidents in the area are increasing, along 
with the speeds of the cars zipping up and back. 
We are also concerned with the possibility of al¬ 
cohol- and drug-related problems in that area.” 

About the November accident in which the auto 
landed in the Chilton pool, Verna Chilton said, 
“The car in the pool was a precursor of poten¬ 
tial oncoming events. Other accidents such as 
this might cost the city dollars in insurance which 
they don’t have available.” 

Ralph Brushaber, Ph.D., chairman of the 
“Citizens for a Safer Sierra Madre,” said, “When 
we presented our case 3'/2 years ago, we received 
little response and were actually abused and in¬ 
sulted by the City Council. By now, there are 
more vehicles, more roaring and speeding cars, 
motorcycles using the area as noise proving grounds, 
more trash strewn in the area. It is particularly 
dangerous for autos to enter Santa Anita from 
side streets. For 10 houses from Arno Dr., east 
of Santa Anita, there is an assessment district 
formed which, I think, is discriminatory. We are 
charged for tree trimming and a lot of other 
stuff. The street cleaning has never been done 
decently. 

“If not, some of us are talking about cor¬ 
porate and persona! liability. We’re ready to circu¬ 
late another petition, this one to recall one coun¬ 
cilman who insulted us last time. We haven’t for¬ 
gotten that.” 

The closure is not without precedent, residents 
argue, since Griffith Park, Wilderness Park, Chaney 
Trail, Miller Canyon and Glendora all close at night 
from 10 p.m. to 6 a.m., they say. 

Jake Fakoorny, M.D., who is involved in 
emergency room medicine, told The News, “To me 
the major thing is prevention. I think everyone 
realizes there’s a problem. We must prevent things 
from happening before they get worse. Now is the 
time to act. When will the City Council act? 
When it’s too late?” 

Petitions on the Chantry Flats question are 
available at many businesses in Sierra Madre. Prin¬ 
cipals in the group are also walking the petitions 
door-to-door and are pleased with initial enthusiasm 
voiced by supporters from all over the town {ind in 
perimeter Arcadia. . ^ y -> • 


Will they continue their ground lease? No. 
Manderson said that the Youngs are attempting to 
do that themselves. 

At first, according to the Youngs, Chevron 
offered them the station for $10,000 to $15,000. 
Soon, however. Young stated, the price went up to 
$40,000 and by Friday of last week, the price 
had gone up to $85,6(X), Young said. 

Manderson said he had “no knowledge ol the 
$10,000 to $15,(XK) offer” the Youngs had refer¬ 
red to concerning the Chevron station structure on 
the site. He said the $85,600 offer last week 
“is now being negotiated and it’s the only formal 
offer to my knowledge.” He said he “didn’t know” 
who had given the Youngs the other otter. 

The Youngs told The News that they have 
been doing business with their Chevron representa¬ 
tive. 

What is the time sequence at this point? 
Manderson said that following removal of the sign¬ 
age and the pumps, they would remove the under¬ 
ground tanks (he said there were “three or lour 
tanks there), and that Chevron would “conclude 
negotiatiotis with Youngs oti the balance of the im¬ 
provements, whether or not there is an agreement 
to sell.” 

If the Youngs buy the structure, title will be 
conveyed to tlic three brothers and they would have 
to cottcludc their ground lease agreement with the

owner of the property. 

If there is no agreement with the Young bro¬ 
thers, Chevron will raze the property immediately. 

The News asked Manderson if Sierra Madreans 
have lost the fight to reinstate the station, and he 
answered, “I hope it’s not a fight. It is an eco¬ 
nomic decision. I can’t look at the economics of 
this type and find a reason to reverse the deci¬ 
sion.” 

The News asked if the petitions and letters 
would change Chevron’s opinion. He answered, 
“It is very unlikely wp’ll, change our. decision.” 

The News asked Frank Young if the owner 
would sell the land under the Chevron structure 
and he said, “At this point, no. But the next 
problem is whether or not the city would let us 
build a structure here. If we can’t buy the building 
and we decide to stay here in our garage area 
just west of the Chevron structure, we’ll have a 
big parking problem. We can only park five or six 
cars, vve’d have to cut our business to two me¬ 
chanics. Right now wc have six mechanics, plus 
myself.” 

And if all of this does not work out, what 
are the Youngs’ plans? They are looking around 
for a place to start a station and the closest 
area they have found at this point is Covina.
